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Susan Elaine Wadsworth, being duly sworn, deposes and 
says that: 

1. I reside at 2695 Northridge Place in the City of 
Florissant, State of Missouri. 

2. I was born on the 12th day of June, 1959, in the 
City of San Diego, State of California. 

3. From the 17th day of June, 1978, until the 23rd 
day of July, 1978, I resided at 12350 Old Halls Ferry Road 
in Florissant, Missouri, in a house occupied by Oliver B. 
Patterson, Jr. 

4. " That during May, 1978 and the first half of June, 
1978, I spent many days and nights at the house at 12350 
Old Kails Ferry Road in Florissant, Missouri. 

5. Oliver B. Patterson, Jr., hereinafter referred to 
as Patterson, told me that he had worked for the Police 
Department in Ferguson, Missouri and that he had been a 
Marshall in Black Jack, Missouri. 

6. Patterson told me that he had been assigned by 
Conrad Baetz, also known as Pete Baetz, to become close 

to Jerry Ray and to secure information from Jerry Hay about 
Jerry Ray and his brothers, James Earl Ray and -John Ray. 
Patterson told me that Conrad Baetz, hereinafter referred tc 
as Baetz, worked for the Select Committee on Assassinations 
of the House of Representatives. I did see a business card 
which bore the name of Baetz and described him as a Staff 
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7 . On numerous occasions I net with Patterson and 
Bart:; while they discussed methods of getting information 
about the nay family from Jerry Ray. Baetz told Patterson 
to t.pe record telephone conversations with Jerry Ray and 
[,;ive. the tapes to Baetz. 

8 . Patterson told me that Baetz had instructed him to 
open Jerry Ray's nail when Patterson went to Atlanta. I 
heard Baetz tell Patterson that the Select Committee would 
reimburse Patterson for his expenses for his trip to Atlanta 
to meet with Jerry Ray. 

9. Patterson made photocopies of letters that Jerry Ray 
had received from his brother, James Earl Ray and gave those 
copies to Baetz. At Patterson's direction I gave one document 
to Baetz. That document came from an envelope that Patterson 
kept which contained copies of letters from James Earl Ray. 

10. Baetz told me never to tell anyone about cur meetings 
with him. Baetz also told me that he had warned two other people 
who learned about Patterson's secret work that they would bo locked 
-uo in a federal penitentiary .for obstruction of justice if they 

ev r told anyone about the secret work that I'aetz and Patterson 
were involved : n. 

11 . Regularly, Eaetz arrived at Patterson's house, rave 
Patterson blank tape cassettes and took from Patterson tape 
cassettes upon which Patterson had secretly recorded tele shone 
conversations with Jerry Ray, J. B. Stoner, and others. 

12. Baetz told me to go out with Jerry Ray and to ask hi:: 
specific questions about his brother James Earl Ray. I wrote 
the questions down as Baetz dictated then and Baetz th~n told 

mo to memorize the questions and destroy my notes. Baetz 
instructed me to "act like a naive 19 year old" while 
questioning Jerry Ray, to remember his answers, and then to 
renort Ray's answers back to Baetz, I did as I was directed 
by Baetz. 
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13. Baetz arranged for Patterson to call him collect 
at facts' home in Wood diver, Illinois, which is not far 
iron 3t. Louis. Baetz instructed Patterson to use the 
code name "David Rogers" when placing the collect calls. 

14. When Jerry Ray called the Patterson house to tell 
me that Hark Lane was flying to St. Louis, I secured and 
wrote down the flight numbers from Los Angeles to Dallas 
and Dallas to St. Louis. Jerry Ray also told me who Karl: 

Lane would be meeting in St. Louis. I called Baetz, using 
the code name "Mrs. David Rogers" for myself and gave a 
full report to Baetz about Marl: Lane's schedule including 
flight numbers sr.d the people he was scheduled to nnot . 

Baetz thanked me for the report. Baetz' telephone number 

is (6133 259-3131. 

1 5« Baetz agreed to pay Patterson 31,500. CO ir. the form 
of a check from the Select Committee to "David Rogers." 

Later Baetz negotiated the sun down to $900.00. Baetz later 
told ii'.e that he had lost all of Patterson's vouchors and that 
"Mol Waxman will walk them through" in order to have the check 
written. Mel Waxsan was also a Staff Inventlg tor for the 
Selec t Cor.ni t tee . 

16. On several occasions Baetz veiwed pornographic 
video tapes which he asked Patterson to play for bin. Often 
when Patterson was not at home, Baetz visited the house and 
urged me to play the pornographic tapes for him. He also 
asked me to get him "dirty books". On. a feu occasions when 
Patterson was ill in a hospital, Baetz asked if he could 
spend the night with me at Patterson's house. I refused all 
of his efforts. 

17. In addition to delivering fresh tapes in exchange 
for taped conversations between Jerry Ray and Patterson or 
Jerry Ray and me on one occasion Baetz brought over a case 
of micro-cassettes for Patterson to use with his micro-tape 
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
